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TARGET FOR BOMB 
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NEIGHBORS IN A PANIC, 


Several Shaken from Theit Beds; 
Windows and Screens Shat- 
tered in Residences for 
Block Around. | 


The fifth of a series of attempts'to wreck 
the residences or saloons of the mien at the 
head of Chicago's gambling syndicates oc. 
curred last night at the residence of Mont 
Tennes, 404 Belden avenue. Tenries is the 
most powerful gambler on the north side, and 
had a string of books in the downtown dis- 
trict papsioe police clamped the lid down. 

Some one threw a dynamite bomb into the 
front yard of the Tennes residerice a few 
minutes after 10 o’clock. The concussion 
shook the houses of the neighborhood and 
was heard distinctly a mile away. § 

The explosion tore a hole a foot deep in 
the sod and shattered the windows and 
screens in the Tennes house and in houses 
around. 


Family All on Second Fléor, 

Tennes and his wife were just retiring and 
were on the second floor when the explosion 
came. Their three children, Monty, Dorothy, 
and Ray were in bed in the back part of the 
house on the same floor. The explosion 
brought them all rushing downstairs and 
awakened all the neighbors for blocks 
around. 

There wasn’t a whole window lett in the 
front of the house when the smoke cleared 
away. The screens had dropped away. The 
woodwork was spattered with dirt. | 


Neighbors Thrown from Beds, 

The concussion broke windows in houses 
nearly 300 feet distant. Three /windows 
were shattered in the residence of J. H, Selig, 
411 Belden avenue, while in the house at 399 
and 401, directly across the street, persons 
wete thrown from their beds, \windows 
broken, and pictures shaken from the walls. 

In the residence of David Cooper at 400 Bel- 
den avenue, all the screens were torn away 
and some of the windows broken. In Rob- 
ert Webber’s residence at 403, and in the res- 
idence of Mrs. William Schaeffer, at 401, the 
same hayoc was wrought. Mrs. papeetier 
was shaken from her bed. | 

The explosion heard at a distance was gen- 
erally thought to be a rticularty violent | 
clap of thunder, as ide was a i storm in 
progress at the time. 


Alarmed Neighbor Runs a Mile. 

Richard A. Hausner, who lives next door to 
the Tennes home on the west, was standing 
at Halsted and North Clark streets, a mile 
away, when he heard the concugsion. <A 
friend who was with him remarked on the 
loud peal of thunder, but Mr. Haugner, with 
a@ premonition of the cause from previous ex- 
perience, darted away and ran all the way 
to his home. Arriving there breathless he 
found his wife and family standing in a 
startled group on thefront porch. Groups of 
neighbors were huddled in front of the Ten- 
nes home and their own places. ‘They are 
beginning to think that they live so danger- 
ous neighborhood. , 

After hearing from his wife that nearly all 
the glass in the front portion of the house had - 
been shattered into fragments and several 
screens blown from their fastenings, Mr. 
Hausner protested that better polige protec-' 
tion should be given the neighborhood. He 
suggested to Mr. Tennes, who that moment 
came out to his front porch, that he hire 
special policemen to guard his residence, 

‘I have no anxiety for myself or family,” 
said the gambler king. “‘ My one cia is 
for my neighbors.”’ 


Tennes Says It Wasa Htrectacker. 
Tennes said the explosive throwh was a 
firecracker. He was reluctant to admit that 
any explosion had occurred. When informa- 
tion was sought he came to the dodr with his 
wife and said: 

‘It was nothing. Some poys must have 
thrown a firecracker in here for fun.” 

**O, it was too loud for that,’’ ‘said Mrs. 
Tennes. ‘I smelled the powder before——' 
Here Tennes checked her and would not let 
her talk any more. 

What Mrs. Tennes started to say was com- 
pleted by neighbors. Several said that they 
smelled powder before the explopion, thus 
leading to the belief that it was a time fuse 
dynamite bomb that was placed in the yard. 
As a result of the rush of persons to inves- 
tigate the explosion Chester A. Hanldoh, 378 
Burling street, employéd in the city real es- 
tate expert’s office, suffered a ftacture of 
the left arm. He tripped over an fam chain 
in front of Tennes’ home. 


Gamblers Alarmed by’ Atlebks. 
This second dynamite scare at the Tennes 
residence is the latest of a series of out- 
rages that has cast the heads of the gambling 
syndicates into spasms of fear. They donot 
know who their secret enemy is, nor where 
the blow will come next. The man éengineer- 
ing the plots is supposed to be seeking to force 
the big gamblers into paying him money. 
Tennes ig the fourth victim in the last few 
months. Two’ months ago “ Blind John” 


dynamite bomb placed on the window sill. 

A little over a month ago the basement of 
John F. O'Malley's saloon, at North Clark 
and Kinzie streets, was dynamited by un-

A 
bomb was thrown there that tore down part 
of ‘the building and did eer damage 
inside.

Police Are Without Clews. 
Although detectives have been sent out 
after each attempt, no clew ever has been 
found that worked out. The eraprttaee re- 
main absolutely unknown.

GAR PANICS: DEATH IN STORM 


Trolley Passengers in Three Parts 
of Town in Strange Peril. 


QUEER FREAK OF LIGHTNING 


Thirteen Houses Set Ablaze and One 
Woman Dies; Lake Rescue. 


A sudden and terrifft summer storm, ac- 
companied by a heavy downpour of rain and 
heavy lightning at 6 o'clock last eveniug, 
caised panics in three street cars and the 
death of one woman. Thirteen houses in 
various parts of the city were set afire by 
the lightning. : 

The storm lasted for an hour and in that 
time nearly an inch of rain fell. Two men 
were rescued from the lake after the storm 


been sailing. One man died from the heat 
which prevailed earlier in the day. 


The Dead. 
LYNCH, MRS. MARY, 74 years old, 638 West 
Foérty-second place; died from heart disease and 
fright during lightning storm; had gone to wood- 
shed back of son’s house and when her son sought 
her she wae dead. 
THOMPSON, THOMAS, 55 years old, 713 Ogden 
avenue; overcome by heat while adjusting awn- 
ings at Twenty second street and Millard avenue; 
died twenty minutes later. 
The Injured. 
DILLON, THOMAS, 23 years old, 3716 Washtenaw 
aveuue; injured in panic in Wentworth avenue 
car. 
MAN, name not learned; slightly injured in panic 
in Wentworth avenue car. 
Experience in Wells Street Car. 

The accidents to the three trolley cars in 
various parts of the town furnished the most 
spectacular feature of the storm. The sev- 
enty-eight passengers who filled the Wells 
street north bound limite car No. 4131 had an 
experience they are not likely to forget or 
quit talking about for several days. 
Just as the car reached Wells and Goethe 
streets an elongated bolt of Nghtning, south 
bound, came sizzling along the trolley wire, 
ran down the pole, and landed in the con- 
troller box. The bolt was in so much of a 
hurry to reach earth that it did ‘not have 
time to follow the intricate wire windings in 
the box and exploded. 
Part of the bolt evidently reached the earth 
through the metal box, but at least two- 
thirds of it struck the wood floor of the 
front platform and started through the car. 
It skittered along the little rivulets of water, 
looking like a hundred flery, wriggling 
snakes going somewhere ina hurry. Every 
man, woman, and child Jumped—that is, as 
far as he or she could—in a perpendicular 
position. 
They were jammed in so tight that there 
was little room for lateral motion, but they 
did the best they could, and in half a second 
the front and rear platforms were filleg with 
screaming men and women, 80 per cent men 
and 20 per cent women, for the males moved 
with more celerity than the skirt hampered 
female. 2 

Kept in Car by the Rain. 
Those who stood nearest the steps were not 
as thoroughly alarmed as those who had 
their shoe soles seared by lightning, and aga 
large proportion of the one inch of rain that 
fell during the storm was descending at that 
moment, they naturally showed some hesi- 
tancy in stepping out into the flood. 
The panic was over in “a minute, as the 
lightning, alichough it ran from the front to 
the rear door, dissipated itself whenever it 
found a nail, or screw, or piece of metal 
through which it could reach the earth. 
Of course the lights went out the minute 
the bolt struck, and the motorman, who had 
some respect for the freaks of electricity, 
naturally refrained from putting on the 
brake. He was afraid he might collect the 
vagrant bolt and bring it back through the 
brake handle. © 
} After the tumult died down, the conductor 
put another plug in the motor, and the jour- 
new was resumed.

Panic in Evanston Car. 

Seventy persons, passengers on a north- 
bound Chicago Consolidated Traction car 
which was struck by lightning while at Cal- 
vary crossing on the way to Evanston, were 
thrown into a panic, and several women and 
children were slightly injured whilé attempt- 
ing to leave the car. The car was almost at 
a standstill when the lightning struck the 
trolley pole” 

The shock wrecked the pole by jerking !t 
from the socket, and it was bent when it 
struck the ground. The motor in the car 
wae burned out, and a white flash which 
followed led those in the car to believe that 
it was on fire. Jesse Jakes, conductor. and 
Louis Brahm, motorman, tried to stop the 
scare, but passengers pushed their way out 
of the car and soon it was empty. Several 
children and women complained of having 
been bruised, but refused to give their names. 


Car Wrecked and Set Afire. 

A Wentworth avenue car during the storm 
jumped the track near Fourteenth street 
and struck a high brick wall between the 
street and the steam railroad tracks. An- 
other car struck the wreck, throwing 
it across the other track and setting it affre. 
Thomas Dillon, one of the passengers, was 
severely injured about the back, suffering a 
concussion of the spine. He was taken to 
the People’s hospital. His condition was 
said to be grave. Another man was iggured, 
but he went home in a cab before his name 
could be obtained. The fire on the wrecked 
south bound car threatened to destroy it, but 
a fire company was called and the fire was put 
out. In the ‘panic several persons were 
wedged in the doorway of the car and bruised.

TWO SHOT; TWO MYSTERIES

Thomas Moran and Robert Watts 
Names of the Wounded Men. 


Two men were the victims of mysterious 
revolver attacks late last night in different 
sections of the west side and both probably 
will die. The motive of the assailants in both 
cases is covered with mystery. In neither 
case dees it seem that robbery prompted the 
shooting. 

The Victims. 

MORAN, THOMAS, 20 years old, 218 West Jack- 
son boulevard; called to the dcor of his residence 
just before midnight and shot; assailant es- 
caped; victim taken to county hospital. 

WATTS, ROBERT, 34 years old, 1525 West Mon- 
roe street; shot and left probably dying on the 
sidewalk in Spaulding avenue; taken to Garfield 
Park sanitarium. 


Watts Knows of No Reason. 

Im the case of Watts, the victim made a 
statement to the police that he was unable 
to give any reason for the attempt made 
upon his life, 

Watts is a clerk employed by the J. B. 
Clow Plumbing Supply company. He was 
on the way to his home just before mid- 
night when two men accosted him. 

“We've got you now,’’ one of the men re- 
marked, and as he did so he discharged a 
revolver at Watts. The bullet went through 
his neck, and as he fell to the sidewalk his 
assailants fired two more shots at him, one 
striking just above his left ear. Then the 
men ran from the neighborhood before the 
police could be summoned. 

An ambulance was summoned from the 
Warren avenue station by persons attract- 
ed by the shots, and in it Watts was taken to 
the hospital. He still was conscious when 
the police arrived, and on the way to the 
hospital he told of the attack made upon 
him. He said that when the men first spoke 
to him he thought they were acquaintaaces. 
The attack was so sudden that he got but a 
slight view of them. He said they appeared 
to be middle aged men and both wore dark 
clothing. He said he had no enemies. The 
police in the district were put to work on 
the case, but an hour after the shooting the 
men had not been apprehended.

GIVES PLATFORM ISSUES. 


Defends Roosevelt's Policies To- 
wards Corporations; Praise 
for the Good; Law for 


the Bad. 


Columbus, 0O., Aug. 19.—[Special. )—Secre- 
tary Taft in a speech tonight before the 
Buckeye Republican club ‘virtually ano- 
nounced his platform ap a presidential caar 
didate. Mr. Teft made no formal announse+ 
ment of his candidacy, but was in 
by Gov. Harris as the next president of 
United States, 

He vigorously upheld the policies of the 
Roosevelt administration, indicating, “his 
Ohio partisans say, that if nominated and 
elected as the nation’s executive he will 
stand pat on the so-called Roosevelt doty 
trine. 7 

The secretary defended the rate legisia- 
tion enacted by the last congress, and as was 
expected opposed government ownership of 
railways. He said the shameles# violation 
of public rights by transportation lines wes 
responsible for the act 
also upheld the federal 
noxious trusts which destroy their rivals ia 
business, then raise the price of their com- 
modities to the public. He cited the Standard — 
Oil and sugar combines as examples of thig 
class. In this connection he also, assailed 
the evils of secret rebates. 


Decries tic Dogma. 
The secretary said he had no ‘patience witlt 
the agitation for repressive measures against 


capital as such, but agserted that only the 
corporations which violate the laws needed — 
the attention of the federal government.’ He ae 
declared in favor of a graduated inheritance = =—s_—™ 
tax as a check on the eyil tendencies of GFene +e 
fortunes held in a few hands. 

Secretary Taft upheld the principle of the 
protective tariff, but said where inequalities 
and irregularities were apparent they should 
be corrected to meet the welfare of the great 
body of consumers. 

The secretary disputed the clain# tha that My 
Bryan first espoused the reforms c 
out by the Roosevelt | administration, and

Warm Tribute to Roosevelt. 


Secretary Taft's indorsement of Preto 
Roosevelt was vigorous. He said: 

'*i cannot close without comment on the 
position of advantage for the coming national 
campaign which President Roosevelt, by the 
intense earnestness, vigor, courage, and suc- 
cess With which he has pressed the retorme 
that rightly bear his name, has secured tethe 
republican party.

Defends Railway Legislation. 


In beginning his speech Secretary Taft dig- 
cussed railway legislation. After referring 
to the unexampled prosperity of the country, 
and asserting that he had no sympathy with 
the views of alarmists as to the industrial — 
future of the country, he took up the vio- 
lations of the laws by the transportation 
lines. He said the roafs had come to disre- — 
gard utterly the powers of the interstate com 
mission, and thig caused a demand all over 
the country for a redresg of public grievances, 
The demand for laws to regulate railways 
led President Roosevelt in his message of 1904 
to recommend that the powers of the com- 
mission be increased. This led to the pas- 
sage of the rate bill in June, 1906. The law 
makes radical changes over the old regulae 
tions, and provides penalties for violations, 
Three objections were raised to the statute 
—one that it was a departure from the doc- 
trine of as little government as possible, the 
second that the commission was utterly un- 
able to fix rates, and the third that the pro- 
posed law was invalid in that congress was 
delegating its legislative power to another 
body. All these objections were removed 
without serious effort. 

The secretary then referred to the Elkins 
law, and pointed out where it was deficient 
to protect the shippers of the country. 


Béneficial Effects Seen. 
“The rate law has not been in operation & 
year, and the beneficial results from its oper- 
ations though clear, are not ready to be pre+ — 
sented in statistical array. Moreover, the 
chief attempts of the act is likely to be its 
influence in discouraging attempts to renew | 
the old abuses and such benefitsdo notap- ~— 
pear in statistics, The immediate effectof 
the act has certainly been to compel 
to regard the commigsion now as the im- 
portant tribunal whose views they must fol- 
low.

Purpose of Anti-Trust Law. | 

' “} pass now from railway regulation and. 
the abuses arising in the discharge of a pub- 
lic function to the evils which have grown 
out of the combinations existing in_private 
business, and so come to the 8 of 
trusts. The combination of capital in large 
plants to manufacture goods with the great- 
est economy is just as necessary as the as- 
sembling of the parts of a machine to the 
econominal and more rapid manufacture of 
what in old times was made by hand. The 
government should not interfere with the 
one any more than the other. In the proper 
operation of competition the public will soon 
share with the manufacturer the advantage 
in lewered prices. When, however, such 
combinations not only lower the cost: to 
themselves but are able to control the mar- 
ket and maintein or raise the old prices, the 
public derives no benefit and is helpless in 
the hands of a monopoly. 

“ Fear of the existence of such an abuse led 
to the passage of the anti-trust law in 1890. 
It recognizes two forms in which this. evil 
may be maintained. . One is by an agreement 
among a number of different manufacturers 
of an article for the maintenance of the price 
of the article and the suppression of com- 


} petition. This is denounced when the con- 


tract is in restraint of interstate trade asa 
criminal offense against the United States, 
punishable by fine and imprisonment, and a 
conspiracy which may be restrained by in- 
junction in a civil suit. The other form is 
denounced, with similar remedies against it, 
as a monopoly of interstate trade, and covers 
the union of the conspiring companies into 
one company which, by owning all the plant 
or nearly all the plant, engaged in the man- 
ufacture of the product and by use of other 
devices, controls the prices. The Supreme 
court of the United States has not defined 
what a monopoly under this section of the 
anti-tirust law is. 


What Makes Unlawful Monopoly. 


‘Tt conceive that it is not sufficiently defined 
by saying that it is the combination of a 
large part of the plants in the country en- 
gaged inf the manufacture of a particular 
product in one corporation. There must be 
something more than the mere union of 
capital and plant before the law is violated. 
There must be some use by the company of 
the comparatively great size of its capital 
and plant and extent of its output, either to 
coerce persons to buy of it rather than of 
some competitor, or to coerce those, who 
would compete with it to give up their busi- 
ness. There must, in other words, be an 
element of duress in the conduct of its busi- 
ness toward the customers in the trade and 
its competitors before mere aggregation of 
plant becomes an unlawful monopoly. It 
is perfectly conceivable that in the interest 
of economy of production a great number of 
plants may be legitimately assembled under 
the ownership of one corporation. In such 
a case it is either not a trust, if the term 
involves unlawfulness, or itisa lawful 
trust, if a trust merely means a company 
which has assembled a large part of the 
manufacturing plant of any product. It 
may be, as Mr. Bryan in his controversy 
with Senator Beveridge says, that there is 
a limit in the union of capital and plant that 
will effect economy, and that after that 
limit is reached the increase of the plant 
or the capital rather enlarges the risk in the 
management of the business and is likely 
to increase the cost of production rather 
than to diminish it. If so, then, when a cor- 
poration goes beyond that limit there is a 
reasonable presumption that it is doing so 
for the purpose of monopolizing trade. 


Throttling of Rivals Menace. 

¥It must be borne in mind that in a country 
Iike this, where there is an enormous floating 
capital awaiting investment, the time with- 
in which competition by construction of new 
plants can be introduced into any business is 
comparatively short, rarely exceeding a year, 
and usually in even less time than that. Many 
enterprises have been organized on the 
theory that mere aggregation of all or nearly 
all existing plants in a line of manufacture, 
without regard to economy of production, de- 
stroys competition. They have most of them 
gone into bankruptcy. Competition In a 
profitable business will not be excluded by 
the mere aggregation of many existing plants 
under one company, unless the company 
thereby effects great economy or takes some 
illegal method to avoid competition and to 
perpetuate a hold on the business, 

“Frequently contracts have been made with 
customers by which they are required to deal 
exclusively with the trust, on the threat that 
if there is not this exclusive dealing then ata 
time when they most need the product it will 
not be sold to them at all, or only ata high 
price, and one prohibitive’ of profit on their 
part. Again, the tremendous wealth and re- 
sources of the trust are exerted to destroy 
a rival in a particular locality by selling 
at a low price in that neighborhood and driv- 
ing him out of business and then raising 
the prices. This can be easily detected by the 
inequality of the prices which the trust asks 
for the same commodity in different localities 
under the same conditions. Such or like 
methods bring the company within the de- 
scription of a monopoly, at which the anti- 
trust law is directed. I am inclined to the 
opmion that the time is near at hand for an 
amendment of the anti-trust law defining 
in more detail the evils against which it is 
aimed, making clearer the distinction be- 
tween lawful agreements reasonably re- 
straining trade and those which are perni- 
cious in eir effect, and particularly de- 
nouncing the various devices for monopoliz- 
ing trade which prosecutions and investiga- 
tions have shown to be used in actual prac- 
tice. The decisions of the courts and the ex- 
perience of executive and prosecuting offi- 
ers make the framing of such a statute pos- 
sible. It will have the good effect of making 
much clearer to those business men who 
would obey the laws the methods to be 
avoided, 


Secret Rebates Weapon of Trust. 

“Another and perhaps the most effective 
method in the past tor an unlawful trust to 
maintain itself has been to secure secret re- 
bates or other unlawful advantage in trans- 
portation, by threat of withholding business 
from the carried. This is undoubtedly what 
has enabled the Standard Oil company and 
the sugar trust and other great combina- 
tions to reap an illegal harvest and to drive 
all competitors from the field. If by assert- 
ing complete federal control over the inter- 
state railways of the country we can sup- 
press secret rebates and discriminations of 
other kinds, we shall have gone a long way 
in the suppression of the unlawful trusts. 

“Mr. Bryan aske me what I would do with 
the trusts. I answer that I would restrain 
unlawful trusts with all the efficiency of in- 
junctive process and would punish with all 
the severity of criminal prosecution every at- 
tempt on the part of aggregated capital 
through the illegal means I have described to 
suppress competition. 

“There has been great activity in the de- 
partment of commerce and labor and in the 
department of justice in an effort to inves- 
tigate and restrain the continuance of such 
unlawful methods, and the success which 
has attended this effort in the dissolution of 
a number of such trusts where they con- 
sisted of several companies or partnerships 
united by a contract in restraint of trade 
has been gratifying. In the case of those 
who have made themselves into one corpora- 
tion, their restraint is more difficult. It in- 
volves enormous labor on the part of 
the government to prosecute such a 
combination because the proof of the 
gist of the offense lies underneath an 
almost limitless variety of transactions, 


Imprisonment Feature Discussed. ~ 
“Mr. Bryan is continually asking why have 
some of the managers of unlawful trusts 
not been convicted and sent to the peniten- 
tlary? I sympathize with him in his wish 
that this may be done, because I think that 
the imprisonment of one or two would have

_ “Mr, Bryan’s method of suppressing unlaw- 
ful trusts would be to require every person, 
partnership, or corporation enga in inter- 
state traffic to take out a federal license, and 
by withholding such Mcenses from illegal 
trusts he would make them impossible. It is 
‘probable that a statute embodyifig ‘this plan 
could be drawn which would stand the test 
of the constitution. It would, however, have 
to contain some provision for ultimate judicial 
determination of those applicants for license 
who were violating the anti-trust law, and 
thus involve the same litigation we now have. 
There is danger that its effect would be to so 
clog the channels of legitimate interstate 
trade that after it had been tried for a short 
time the people of the country would regard 
it as burdensome and de ad its repeal. 
It is important that in new legigletion to 
stamp out evils, we should not so annoy the 
lawabiding in the community as to jose their 
sympathy in the reform. This plan has had 
the approval of Mr. Garfield @nd others. 

“I was at first inclined to think that 
‘this was a practical method, but fuller 
‘consideration, for the reasons given, 
makes me doubt. The decision of the 
Supreme court that a corporation cannot rey 
fuse to disclose facts which will criminate 
itself, makes less important the advantage 
which the Hcense system was supposed to 
furnish in keeping the business of @ corpora- 
tion under observation. Until ® fs clearer 
than at present that the evils of unlawful 
combinations cannot be suppresse@ without 
it, it seems to me, such a plan ought not to be 
tried. 

‘One of the results of the conditions and 
evils which I have been describing has been 
the concentration of enormous wealth in the 
hands of few men. I do not mean to say 
that all the large fortunes are to be traced 
to unlawful means, but it is quite ¢lear that 
many of those, described as swollen, are due 
to rebates, or to some form of unlawful mo- 
nopoly, or to overcapitalization. Of course, 
great enterprises organized and managed by 
men of transcendent ability should result 
in great profit to them. It is proper com- 
pensation when they share with the people 
the profit from the economies that they intro- 
duce in the business by reducing the price. 
The captains of legitimate industry, there- 
fore, are entitled to large reward, and it is 
Impossible to impose a fixed Nmitdation upon 
the amount which they may accumulate. 


g 

Curb Power of Big Estates. 

‘‘On the other hand, it is not safe for the 
body politic that the power arising from 
the management of enormous or swollen for- 
tunes ,should be continued from generation 
to generation in the hands of a few, and 
efforts by laws, which are not confiscatory, 
to divide these fortunes and to reduce the 
motive for accumulating them are proper 
and statesmanlike and without the slightest 
savor of socialism or anarchy.| The law 
of primogeniture was abolished in states 
where it had been adopted, merély for the 
purpose of securing a division af the land 
among the children of the man who owned 
the land. Many of the provisions of our 
public land laws are drawn to discourage 
the union of large tracts in one ownership, 
and to encourage small holdings. | 
“The state legisiature has conmiplete con- 
trol of what shall be done with a man’s prop- 
erty on his death. He has no rig! ‘ to leave 
it by will and his children or heirs have no 
right to receive it which the legislatures 
may not modify or take away. The states, 
therefore, can best remedy the @angers of 
too| great accumulation of wealth in one 
hand by controlling the descent and devolu- 
tion of property and they ought to do so. 
They can adopt the French method which 
requires the division of a large part of a 
man’s fortune between all his children and 
gives him absolute power with respect to 
only afraction. This would secure a division 
in the second generation and & probable 
change for the better in respect tp such for- 
tunes. Many of the states have already 
and properly adopted a graduated inheri- 
tance tax which not only reduceg the great 
fortune but lessens the motive for its accu- 
mulation. 


Great Wealth in Few Hands. 

“Federal action fora federal end may legiti- 
mately have an Indirect effect to aifi the states 
in reforms peculiarly. within their ¢dognizance. 
When, therefore, the government revenues 
need addition, or readjustment. I believe a 
federal graduated inheritance tax to be a use- 
ful means of raising government funds, Itis 
easily and certainly collected. The incidence 
of taxation is heaviest on those best able to 
stand it, and indirectly, while not placing 
undue restriction on individual effort, it 
would moderate the! enthusiasm for the 
amassing of\immense fortunes. | 

“A graduatéd income tax would also havea 
tendency to reduce the motive for the accu- 
mulations of enormous wealth, but the Su- 
preme court has held an income tax not to be 
a valid exercise of power by the federal gov- 
ernment. The objection to it from a prac- 
tical standpoint is its inquisitoria] character 
and the premium it puts on perjury. In times 
of great national need, however, an income 
tax would be of great assistance in furnish- 
ing means to carry on the government, and 
it is not free from doubt how the Supreme 
court with changed membership would view 
a new income tax law under such iconditions. 
The court was nearly evenly divided in the 
last case, and during the civil war great sums 
were collected by an income tax without judi- 
cial interference and as it was then supposed 
within the federal power. 


For Graduated Inheritance Tax. 

“I do not favor federal legislation now to 
reduce such fortunes either by a constitu- 
tional amendment to permit an income tax 
oreby a graduated inheritance tax, but when- 
ever the government revenues peed an ifn- 
crease or readjustment, I should strongly 
favor the imposition of a graduated inher- 
itance tax, and, if necessary for the revenues, 
a change in the constitution authorizing a 
federal income tax, with all the tficidental 
influence of both measures to lesgen the mo- 
tive for accumulation. 

“The suppression of monopolfes and the 
abolition of secret rebates and discriminat- 
ing privileges by the railroads will lessen the 
possibility of such enormous accumulations 
as those which have already taken place. 
The evils of too great concentration of money 
or of any kind of property in a'few hands 
are to be best remedied by the gradual effect 
of a long course of legislation and not by 
measures having an immediate and radical 
effect that are apt to involve injurious con- 
ne to the general business commu- 
nity. 

“I have thus reviewed at great length what 
have properly come to be known as Prest- 
dent Roosevelt's policies and have discussed 
them with what I hope you will think is en- 
tire candor. I have attempted to point out 
one or two instances in which I would qual- 
ify details of future policies which he has 
sketched, but- with these minor exceptions 
as to method I am glad to express my com- 
plete, thorough, and sincere sympathy with, 
and admiration for, the great conserving and 
conservative movement which he has with 
wonderful success initiated and carried so 
ar against bitter opposition, to remedy the 
evils of our prosperity and preserve to usthe 
institutions we have inherited, from our 
fathers. e

‘For this reason he takes the most con- 
servative course in insisting on adopting 
measures entirely consistent with the prin- 
ciple of private property in order to stamp 
out the evils which have attended its abuse. 
There is nothing either radical or severe in 
the reforms he proposes. What is there in 
the tenet of private property that prevents 
close government regulation of the exercise 
of a public franchise like that of interstate 
railways, or the enactment of criminal laws 
or civil procedure to resftain the evils which 
result from the Improper use of the right 
of property in combinations of capital to 
suppress competition and to monopolize 
trade, or the adjustment of tax laws or laws 
of descent in such a way as to reduce the. 
motive for accumulating fortunes so great - 
that the power they give their individual 
owners is politically dangerous? 

Roosevelt Critics Unjust. | 

“The critics I have referred to are in the 
habit of charging to Mr. Roosevelt respon- - 
sibility for all the recent state legislation 
looking to the restraint of corpo 8 and 
especially for that which cuts down the pas- 
senger rates on state railways. This is most 
unjust, for whether such legislation is proper 
or oppressive, the impetus that carried it 
into law was given not by Mr. Roosevelt 
but i the evils that he has been attempting 
to remedy within the federal jurisdiction. 
If the state measures are unjust to the prop- 
erty rights of the railways they may be cor- 
rected in the courts. If they are unwise, 
they will react against the communities in 
which they operate by making the service 
poorer and in other ways, and the reaction 
will lead to their repeal. The railways can 
‘blame no one but themselves if the revela- 
tion of their flagrant violations of law and 
of their unjust administration of a public 
trust have led to an outburst of popular 
indignation and have brought on temporary 
excess. « 

“Again, every time that thereisa fallin the 
prices of stocks in Wall street those who are 
injuriously affected condemn, the president 
with great bitterness as responsible for their 
losses. — at present there has been a seri- 
ous depression. in the values of marketable 
securities, and it is said that the president's 
attitude toward corporations has been the 
cause of this, Such critics fail to observe that 
there has been a similar decrease in the mar- 
ketable value not only of railway stocks but 
of government consols abroad and that there 
4s a stringency in the markets of the world. 
But more than this, if the prosecution of dis- 
honesty and illegal practices, #ke the giving 
and taking of rebates and the destruction 
of competition by monopoly, is to injure the 
market for. stocks on the stock exchange, 
then this is a burden that must be borne and 
must be’ charged not to the head of the na- 
tion, whose duty it is to enforce the law, but 
to the violators of the law whose pursuit 
of criminal methods has been so successful 
and far-reaching as to make their prosecution 
a serious threat against the stability of the 
market. It is not true that the president is 
engaged in a raid against all corporations. 
It is not true that he proposes to rip up past 
transactions, when by reason of the injury 
to innocent pure¢hasers such a course would 
do more injustice than good. His only policy 
and sworn duty is to prosecute, with the full- 
est vigor, the corporations and individuals 
whose flagrant violations of the laws make 
it necessary to do so in order that complete 
reform may be effected in our business meth- 
ods with respect to the evils which I have 
described. 7 

Not Policies of Bryan. 

“These same critics like to say that Mr. 
Roosevelt has ‘out-Bryaned’ Mr. Bryan in 
his policies and Mr. Bryan has lent color to 
this saying by the claim that he was their 
original inventor. No one who has given 
the slightest attention to the attitude of 
Mr. Roosevelt and Mr. Bryan upon the social 
and political questions of the day can fora 
moment miss the radical difference between 
the two. . 

“Mr. Roosevelt believes not only in the peo- 


ple but also in the individual as the unit who 


multiplied makes up and gives quality to 
the people. He thinks that there is no royal 
road to the elevation of a people but by the 
improvement in the intelligence and moral 
character of the individual. He believes in 
the possibility of the individual's being hon- 
est, courageous, and just, and able to resist 
the influence of ‘the money power’ to wean 
him from _ the path of duty. He believes that 
the people can select individuals who may 
be trusted as public officers, executive, legis- 
lative, and judicial, to wield, without abuse 
and in the interest of the people, the powers 
needed to conduct an efficient government. 
He has faith inthe maintenaance of an hon- 
est, courageous, and efficient representative 
popular legislature that will give the rich and 
poor equal protection and opportunity before 
the law. 

“Mr. Roosevelt believes in the necessity for 
a strong government that can and will make 
both rich and poor obey the law, and he would 
have the officers charged with its mainte- 
nance render due account of their steward- 
ship to their masters, the people. Mr. Roose- 
velt knows no favorite in matters of law- 
lessness, be he rich or poor, corporation pres- 
ident or member of a labor union, The courts 
must be strong enough to restrain them all. 
Mr. Roosevelt believes our present govern- 
ment the best one possible for us and in every 
way adapted to the genius of our people. He 
hes the utmost confidence in the capacity 
of the people through their representatives 
avd by the means provided in the constitution 
by our fathers to remedy the evils that arise 
in our material progress. 


Distrust in Bryan Remedies. 

“Mr. Bryan’s whole system of remedies. on 
the other hand) for the evils that both Mr. 
Roosevelt and he and many others recognize 
is based on his distrust of the hanesty, cour- 
age, and impartiality of the individual as an 
agent on behalf of tha people to carry on any 
part of government and rests on the proposi- 
tion that our present system of representa- 
tive government isafailure. He would have 
government ownership of railways because 
he does not believe it is possible to secure 
an interstate commerce commission that the 
‘money power’ cannot and will not ulti- 
mately own. He would have the initiative 
and referendum because he distrusts repre- 
sentative government and has no confidence 
in the ability of the people to find men who 
will conscientiously, and free from the infiu- 
ence of the ‘money power,’ represent them 
in preparing and voting legislation. He 
would take away from courts, because he 
distrusts the ability of judges to resist the 
malign influence of the “money power,’ the 
power to enforce their own orders until a 
jury is called to tell the court whether the 
order has been disobeyed, and thus, in prac- 
tice, though not in theory, the jury would 
come to pass on the correctness and justice 
of the court’s order. 

Courts Our Safeguard. 

“* Such a discrimination in practical legisla- 
tion cannot be maintained for a moment. 
Courts and judi@ial procedure are made for 
all and must operate equally for and against 
all. The only method by which wealthy and 
powerful malefactors can be restrained is by 
maintaining the power of the courts, and 
the minute the power of the court is weak- 
ened in the supposed interest of the lowly 
and unfortunate accused of wrondgoing the 
lawless rich are furnished the immunity they 


escape the restraint of the law through the 
rents in its meshes Mr. Bryan would make 
for the benefit of those with less influence and 
means. E | 

“ The representative government that has 
served us well for 130 years has not been for 
Mr. Bryan sufficiently expressive of the 
will of the people. Election of senators by

I be- 
lieve that a referendum under certain condi- 
tions and Mmitations in the éubdivisions of 
a state on certain issues may be health- 
ful and useful, but.as applied to our national 
government it is entirely impracticable. If 
‘it is dificult for the people to use proper 
“judgment in the concrete question of the per- 
sonality of the representatives they are to 
select to carry on their national govern- 
ment, as Mr. Bryan’s theory assumes, how 
much more difficult for them to give sufficient 
attention to the, settlement of the many 
questions of policy and procedure in compli- 


cated statutes which the people have always | 


been willing to leave to the decision of their 
representatives, skilled in the. science of 
legislation, whose general views on the 
main political issues of the day are well un- 
derstood. Think of the possibility of secur- 
ing a vote of fourteen millions of electors on 
the 4,000.items of a.tariff bill. The opportu- 
nity to retire a representative who fails to 
be truly representative is all that the people 
wish and need to enforce their will. 

“Certainly it is difficult for an impartial ob- 
server to find anything in the actual govern- 
ment of Mr. Roosevelt that harmonizes 
with what would be the government under 
Mr. Bryan if he could carry out his theories. 
Mr. Roosevelt is doing everything in his 
power to avoid the condition which Mr. 
Bryan’s theories when put in practice would 
bring about. 

**I come now to the question of the tariff, 
its revision, and its relation to the unlawful 
trusts. The Dingley tariff was adopted im- 
mediately after the election of Mr. McKin- 
ley. Since that time we have passed 
through the Spanish war and have_had a 
decade of prosperity and dn increase and ex- 
pansion of trade unexampled in the history 
of this or any other country. The republican 
principle of the protective tariff is, as I 
understand .it, that through the customs 
revenue law a tariff should be collected on 
all imported products that compete with 
American products which will at least equal 
a difference in the cost of'production in this 
country and abroad, and that proper allow- 
ance should be made ip this difference for the 
reasonable profits to?the American manu- 
facturer. The claim of protectionista, and 
it'has been abundantly justified in the past, 
is that protection secures a high rate of 
wages and that the encouragement It gives to 
the home industry operating under the in- 
fluence of an energetic competition between 
American manufacturers induces such im- 
provement in the methods of manufacture 
and such economies as to reduce greatly the 
price for the benefit of the American public 
and makes it possible to reduce the tariff 
without depriving the manufacturer of 
needed protection and a good profit. 

“I am not myself a tariff expert and am not 
sufficiently familiar with the cost of produc- 
tion of the various articles covered in the 
many schedules to point out the particular 
ones in which such a change has taken place; 
but my general conclusion, formed as above, 
finds striking support in the action of the 
National Association of Manufacturers of 
the United States upon this question. A 
committee appointed by that body for the 
purpose, investigated the question whether 
the tariff had not in respect to many articles 
by a change in conditions become excessive. 


Orthodox Tariff View. 


“This National Association of Manufactur- 
ers is composed almost wholly of protection-~ 
ists, and I think we may safely say, there- 
fore, of republicans. I am advised that the 
association represents all classes of manu- 
facturers in this country and that a ma- 
jority of the manufacturers of consequence 
are members.. The committee reports: ‘‘ We 
are all protectionists—there are a few bril- 
liant exceptions, but so few that we may re- 
peat the statment, ‘ Weare protectionists. ’ ”’ 
The committee lays down in its report the fol- 
lowing’ doctrine, which seems to me of the 
orthodox republican type: 

** Protection, as the word implies, requires that 
the tariff schedules be such as to protect our manu- 
facturers against undue pressure from foreign 
competition and maintain our high wage scale and 
standard of living. The minimum measure of pro- 
tection is, therefore, as President Roosevelt said, 
‘the difference in the cost of production in this 
country and abroad.’ These protective schedules, 
thus figured, must carry with them an ample mar- 
gin for safety. It must make full allowance for 
the possibility of hard timés abroad and good times 
here; for dumping, and all other contingencies. 
This done, it is truly protective; and it is only so, 
as it covers these features and nothing more. 


*‘ After referring to the fact that there were 
some-articles in which the tariff was hardly 
high enough, the conclusion of the committee 
was stated as follows: 


** Confining ourselves to the protective principle, 
we find many schedules—some of them upon the 
prime necessities of life—returning the govern- 
ment no revenue of consequence, and yet under the 
claims of the protective theory, bearing a tariff 
schedule—not merely equal to the difference tn the 
cost of production here and abroad, with ali rea- 
sonable contingencies allowed for—but decidedly in 
excess of the total wage cost of production in this 
country. 

** We find some of these schedules many times in 
excess of the difference between the cost of produc- 
tlon here and abroad. We find that individuals 
who are at the top, both in stock holdings and in 
management in some of these same industries, de- 
clare privately that these schedules are wrong, 
and that the best interest of those industries them- 
selves, as well as the interests of the country at 
large, require adjustment at the earliest moment. 
They say that now is the time for revision, while 
the country is so prosperous that adjustment may 
easily be made to new conditions. 


Figures on Revision. 


“In that body of members of 1,800—250, or 20 
per cent, were radically opposed to revision: 
8 per cent were opposed to revision at this 
time lest it unsettle business; 55 per cent 
wished revision; and 17 per cent were indif- 
ferent or uninformed. Taken. by industries, 
out of 77 different industries tabulated, 56 
voted for revision, casting a total of 1,510 
votes; 16 industries voted against revision, 
casting a total vote of 102 votes; 5 industries 
were each-tied in their votes, casting a total 
of 28 votes. 

“The association-then by resolutions passed 
by a large majority declared itself in favor of 
a revision of the tariff at the earliest prac- 
ticable date. 

“I have not cited the report or action of the 
National Association of Manufacturers as 
conclusive upon the character of the pres- 
ent schedules, nor do I assume that the man- 
ufacturers of the country embrace all the 
classes who are interested in maintaining 
the protective system, for I fully recognize 
that other classes, especially the farmers, 
are vitally concerned in some of the sched- 
ules. All that I maintain is that when, after 
a tariff law has been in force for ten years 
and a representative body of protectionists 
in p@inciple and in interest, whose business 
makes them familiar with the facts, and who 
have no motive for misrepresentation, adopt 
such a report as the one I have quoted from, 
it makes a case for investigation into the 
existing tariff by congress for the purpose 
of determining how much revision is needed 


Would Revise Inequalities. 


‘The investigation will in the end be con- 
ducted by the committee of ways and means 
of the house of representatives and by the 
finance committee of the senate. The sched- 
ules are for them to recommend and for con- 
gress to fix after they hear evidence of the 
cost of production in this country and the 
cost of production abroad, and the condi- 
tions existing in each trade, and if it shall 
turn out that popular opinion founded on 
such substantial evidence as that which I 
have cited here should prove to be unfounded, 
then the revision of the tariff will be confined 
to minor inequalities. But if the result of 
the investigation justifies the report of the 
National Association of Manufacturers, then 
the revision of the excessive schedules 
should be substantial, and the motive for the 
organization and maintenance of unlawful 
trusts to monopolize the manufacture and 
sale of. articles in such schedules will be 
taken away. ~ 

“Objection is made to revision on the ground 
that we are enjoying business prosperity, 
that this will be disturbed by a proposal to 
change the t§riff, and that we should wait 
until hard times before we revise. I cannot 
follow the argument. The revision proposed 
is to be by the republican party and is not 
to be a departure from the protective prin- 
ciple, but in conformity with it. It will 
affect only those persons injuriously who are 
making an unreasonable profit out of an 
excessive rate. The present prosperity is 
not dependent on such a profit. If it were, 
then it would not be the prosperity of the 
whole business community, but only of a 
few unduly favored at the expense of the 
community. In the present temper of the 
people, general prosperity has not prevented 
the remedying of other abuses and injustice. 
I don't know why it should prevent this,”

BITTER ATTACK ON DR. LONG

New York, Aug. 19.—[Special.]—President 
Roosevelt has returned to the fray in his war 
on the “ nature fakers.’"’ His first attack was 
in the form of an authorized interview, but 
the present assault carries the full weight 
of official authority, for the article is written 
by the president and will appear over his au- 
tograph signature in the forthcoming issue 
of Everybody’s magazine. 

It is called forth by the spirited rejoinders 
of the Rev. Dr. W. J. Long of Stamford, 


Conn. . 
“Reckless,” Says Roosevelt. 

The president says: ‘“* Of all these ‘ nature 
fakers’ the most reckless and least respon- 
sible is Mr. Long; but there are others who 
run him close in the “ yellow journalism of 
the woods,’ as John Burroughs has aptly 
called it. It' would take a volume merely 
to catalogue the comic absurdities with which 
the books of these writers are filled. 

“There is no need of discussing their 
theories; the point is that their alleged 
‘facts’ are not facts at all, but merely fan- 
cies. Their most striking stories are not 
merely distontions of facts, but pure in- 
ventions, and not only are they inventions, 
but they are inventions by men who know so 
little of the subject concerning which they 
write, and who to ignorance add such utter 
recklessness, that they are not even able to 
distinguish between what is possible, how- 
ever mildly improbable, and mechanical im- 
possibilities. I am dealing only with delib- 
erate invention, deliberate perversion of 
facts.’’ 

Source of Peculiar Distress. 

It is a source of peculiar distres sto the 
president that these “ nature fakers ”" do not 
frankly confess themselves writers of fiction, 
but actually pose as teachers of fact. Then 
he goes on: 

“Like the white queen in Through the 
Looking Glass,’ these writers can easily be- 
lieve three impossible things before break- 
fast; and they do not mind in the least if the 
impossibilities are mutually contradictory. 


Back to Wolf Story. 

“Thus, one story relates how a wolf with 
one bite reaches the heart of a bull caribou, 
or a moose, or a,horse—a feat which, of 
course, has been mechanically impossible of 
performance by any land carnivore since the 
death of the last saber toothed tiger. But the 
next story will cheerfully describe a doubtful 
contest between the wolf and a lynx or a 
bulldog, in which the latter survives twenty 
slashing bites. 

‘*‘ Now, of course, a wolf that could bite 
into the heart of a horse would swallow a 
bulldog or a lynx like a pill.’’

Gov. Glenn of North Carolina 
Submits Peace Offer. 


SAYS-STATE IS NOT UNJUST. 


Tells Southern’s General Counsel Law 
Might Be Amended. 


New York, Aug. 19.—[Special.]—Gov. 
Robert B. Glenn, North Carolina’s executive, 
who led the fight on the Southern railway, 
following that company’s efforts to ignore 
the 24% cents a mile passenger fare law in his 
State, today submitted peace terms to the 
transportation corporation. The governor 
came here to testify against the Southern’s 
Petition before Special Master W. A. Mont- 
gomery that the North Carolin& law is con- 
fiscatory. For two days he was ready to 
take the stand against the railway, but this 
afternoon he asked A. P. Thom, general 
counsel of the meres to submit his offer 
of settlement to the directors of the railway. 
This Mr. Thom agreed todo. _ 


Governor Submits Two Plats. 


Gov. Glenn submitted two plans. The first 
is that the state drop all prosecutions of the 
railway now pending or threatened, provided 
the railway will not further attack the state 
law until after the Supreme court of the 
United States has ruled on the question of 
jurisdiction between state and federal courts, 
over which the first clash occurred. 

After the Supreme court has had an op- 
portunity to review the case, Gov. Glenn says, 
each party to the controversy then can de- 
cide what course to follow. 

The executive’s alternate proposition is 
that the Southern railway ceage all efforts to 
collect the old rate of fare, and instead 
charge 24% cents a mile for all tickets until 
the new law has been given a “ fair trial.’’ 
If it develops that the figure is too low, the 
railway then is asked to appeal to the fair- 
mindedness of North Carolina’s lawmakers 
to amend the statute. The governor is sure 
relief, if needed, would be given. 


No Feeling Against Southern. 


Gov. Glenn left for his home in Raleigh to- 
right. He denied the existence of animosity 
in his state toward the Southern railway, 
which corporation, he said, was regarded no 
differently from others by Carolinians. 

“We intend to see that corporations obey 
the law,”’ he said, “ and we will control them 
to that éxtent. On the other hand, we will be 
just as painstaking ig our efforts to see that 
corporations are, absolutely protected in 
every single one of their legal rights.’’ 


Daley Resumes His Testimony. 

At the hearing today before Special Master 
Montgomery, John M. Daley, superintendent 
of transportation of the Illinois Central rall- 
way, who has proven a star witness for the 
Southern, resumed his testimony. 

He went into an explanation showing that 
competition, and not the volume of business, 
was largely the cause of establishing rail- 
road rates. He said there were no long hauls 
in North Carolina. 

He was asked what investigation he had 
made of railroads in North Carolina, and 
said he had made a tour of the Southern read 
which took up six days. 


Hits State Hard Blow. 

Mr. Daley said that it cost more to operate 
a railroad in North Carolina than it did to 
operate a similar line in any other state, ex- 
plaining that North Carolina had no large 
cities or towns that would feed any great vol- 
ume of either passenger or freight traffic. 

On behalf of the state Mr. Justice took um- 
brage at this, and began calling off cities 
and towns and asked Mr. Daley to state the 
population of various places in North Caro- 
lina. Mr. Daley began naming cities, but 
failed to pronounce their names correctly, 
and Mr. Justice said: 

‘‘ Why, you haven’t been in North Carolina 
long enough to learn the names of the towns; 
yet you come here to tell us that you are 
acquainted with the operation of the South- 
ern railway.”’ 

Mr. Daley explained that in every large 
railroad office the officials knew just what 
amount of business was being done by rival 
companies.

Mrs.:C. G. Ferris of Detroit Is 
Victim of Peculiar Accident. 


TAKES HER DANGER COOLLY. 


Surgical Operation May Be Necessary 
to Save Her Life. 


Startled by the sharp ringing of a tele- 
phone bell near the mirror before which she 
was dressing for an automobile ride, Mrs. C. 
G. Ferris of Detroit, wife of a member of the 
well known family of that name, swallowed 
a hatpin five inches long in her room at the 
Auditorium Annex Sunday evening, and for 
twenty-four hours her husband and friends 
feared an operation would be necessary to 
save her life. 

Dr. Ferguson of the Chicago hospital, as- 
sisted by Dr. J. W. Pollock, discovered with 
the aid of X-rays yesterday that the pin had 
reached the woman's intestines, having 
passed harmlessly through the esophagus. 
They decided not to risk an operation at 
the time, but recourse to the knife may be- 
come. necessary later. 

In the meantime Mrs. Ferris has been or- 
dered to lead a quiet life, free from the ex- 
citement of automobiling and all other forms 
of social diversion. 


Remains Calm After Accident. 

After swallowing the pin Mrs. Ferris calm- 
ly stepped into the adjoining room and said 
to her husband: 

“ Don't get excited or make any fuss, Char- 
ley, but I suppose it is best that I tell you 
just what has happened. I have swallowed 
a hatpin.”’ 

It was some time before the husband and 
his friend, Dean Low, who was to accompany 
them on the automobile trip, could belleva 
she was not joking. Then there was a tre- 
mendous scurrying for a doctor. Clerks 
Burke and Dalbey were first notified, and 
they soon got word to Dr. Hammond, the 
house physician, The automobiling trip was 
called off, and in a few minutes Drs. Ham- 
mond, Danek, Inswall, and Bear, and Mise 
Gertrude Burns and Mrs. Effie Trent Tay- 
lor, trained nurses, were in charge of the 
case. 

Case Serious but Not Hopeless. 

“Tt is an interesting case from a medical 
standpoint, for it is rare to have a swallowed 
article 80 large as a hatpin give so little 
trouble,” said Dr. Danek, at the hotel last 
right. ‘“ Mrs. Ferris’ acceptance of the sit- 
uation has been philosophic in the extreme, 
although she realizes how serious the case is. 

‘‘A puncture by the pin might lead to serious 
consequences, such as some form of blood 
poisoning. Though the case is serious, it is 
not desperate.”

CONVICT IN U.S, LAND FRAUD 


John A. Benson of San Francisco 
Is Found Guilty at Trial. 


NETTED A HUGE PROFIT. 


Was Decoyed to Washington and Ar- 
rested; Suit Hard Fought. 


San Francisco, Cal., Aug. 19.—[Special.]— 
After a hard fought trial, abounding in sen- 
sational features, John A. Benson, a wealthy 
real estate dealer here, was convicted today 
in connection with the national land frauds, 
Benson was the operator for the firm of Ben- 
son & Hyde. 


Benson was arrested last December in 
Washington charged with defrauding the 
government af at least 100,000 acres of forest 
land by various schemes. It was alleged 
that he fraudulently manipulated land under 
the forest reserve act to a huge profit. The 
operations were said to have been carried on 
in Washington, Oregon, California, Mon- 
tana, Idaho, Nevada, Colorado, North Da- 
kota, South Dakota, Nebraska, Kansas, Min- 
nesota, Arizona, and New Mexico. 

To secure Benson he was decoyed to Wash- 
ington and apprehended by officers of the de- 
partment of justice. Later he was sent to 
San. Francisco. 


Trial Is Hard Fought. 

When the trial was to be called, it is said, 
that heavy influence was brought to bear 
to lessen the effects of ihe Jaw on Benson, 
But Secretary Hitchcock and the department 
of justice were determined to break up. the 
workings of the land frauds and they prose- 
cuted the matter vigorously. 

The final punishment of Benson will be 
decided upon soon.

Declares Anti-Military Policy Would

STUTTGART. Aug. 19.—In the interna- 
tional socialistic congress today a resolution 
was submitted by Herr Bebel and some of the 
French délegates against militarism. It 
proposes to resist all armaments,’but should 
war be inevitable, then socialists shall exert 
all their efforts to the bringing about of a 
speedy end to the war. A French amend- 
ment to the resolution insists that gen- 
eral strikes and even revolution shall be 


} resorted to in order to prevent war. 


Universal brotherhood had a setback al- 
most from the start, when M. Herve crossed 
swords with Herr Bebel. The French dele- 
gate’s resolution advocating desertion and 
reyolt by soldiers to prevent war was being 
discussed. Bebel said the. anti-militarism 
propaganda in France would, if successful, 
endanger peace. German military men, he 
said, were watching it with close interest. 
and a disorganized army in France would in- 
evitably attract a strong opponent. 


Herve Attacks Bebel. 


M. Herve’s position amounted to the view 
that it was all one whether Prance conquered | 


Germany or Germany France. 


‘*If you took that position, Monsieur,” said 
addressing Herve, ‘‘ your own people 
would tramplé you under foot.” 

He added that the German social democrats 


were all opposed to militarism and always 
combated it in the reichstag.

Strikes in Brokers’ Offices. 


Strikes were called in several brokers’ of- 
fices where the brokers had refused to sign 
contracts with the union. Sidney C. Love & 
Co. lost seven men. in:‘J. H. Wrenn & Co.'s 
one man struck and three continued at work; 
two operators walked out from Shearson & 
Co.’s, and the firms of C, H. Canby &Co. and 
Charles Mingesheimer & Co. each lost one 
man, 

It was said at headquarters that Love & 
Co. probably would sign a contract today. 
Ss. B. Chapin & Co. were given until 9 o’clock 
this morning to sign a contract. At the close 
of the day twenty,;seven firms had signed con- 
tracts providing/for an eight hour day, closed 
shop, and a minimum wage of $30 a week. 

President Smal! and Secretary Russell per- 
mitted themselves a little relaxation during 
the afternoon. They went to the south side 
baseball park, where Small pitched the first 
ball for the White Sox. The game was free 
for telegraphers, and several hundred of 
them saw it. 

E. M. Moore, chairman of the local execu- 
tive board, achieved a little notoriety in the 
afternoon when he climbed the smokestack 
on the Open. Board of Trade building to see if 
he could look into the operating room of the 
Postal Telegraph company. He couldn't. 


STRIKE BROKEN, SAY COMPANIES 


Managers Declare They Have Nearly 
Enough Operators to Handle All 
Messages Offered. 


Managers for the Western Union and the 
Postal Telegraph companies were confident 
yesterday that the strike of their operators 
was about broken. Each told of applications 
received from strikers who wished to return 
to work, but none of these have been acted 
upon. 

“That does not mean we will not take our 
men back,’”’ explained Supt. Cook of the 
Western Union, ‘* but that there is no press- 
ing need for them. In fact,J/we are almost. 
-back to normal. Service has been resumed in 
the board of trade, and the business men 
using the telegraph service tell us there is no 
delay. We are not advertising this fact, 
however, as the same success might not be 
secured for messages sent to the smaller 
towns.’’ 

When asked how many operators were now 
at work, Mr. Cook replied: 

*“*‘ Sufficient to handle all of the business 
that is brought to us.”’ 

He admitted this might not be as much 


7 as usual, but said it was growing rapidly. 


The Associated Press officials say they are 
now in a position to handle all the news ina 
satisfactory manner. It was declared that 
none of the “‘ A. P.’’ operators in Minneapolis, 
St. Paul, Milwaukee, or Detroit left their 
keys, and that four of those who went on 
strike here have returned to their old jobs. 
In Indianapolis two of the strikers are said 
to have returned, and the claim is made that 
a number of applications from strikers for 
reinstatement are under consideration. 


MORE GRAIN WIRES REOPENED. 


Full Quotations for First Time Received 
from Minneapolis, St. Louis, — 
and New York. 


For the first time since the telegraph strike 
began complete grain quotations were re- 
ceived on the board of trade from Minneapo- 
lis, St. Louis, and New York. Wires to Du- 
luth, Kansas City, and Milwaukee were re- 
opened and the trade force increased to 
twenty-six men.

Trying to Find Man Robbed. | 

One of the most troublesome things to the 
police is to ascertain the identity of the man 
who was held up. This man wore the cloth- 
ing of a mail carrier, wore 4 government 
badge, and told Policemen Patrick J. Fee, 
William Zimmerman, and Smeltekopf that he 
worked at postal station U, adjoining the 
Union depot. There the heal ee stated that 
only nine men worked there until the hour of 
the robbery, that all of them had been ac- 
counted for, and “ that it was probably some 
carrier who had been carousing around and 
was now afraid to come to the front.”’

The frightened man’s shouts attracted the 
attention of Policemen Fee, Zimmerman, 4nd 
Smeltekopf, and the three started toward the 
scene. The patrolmen saw the three robbers 
scatter, but could not get close enough toin- 
tercept them. 


Dibert Hears Cry for Help. 


Dibert, who lives in the rear of his place 
of business, had been aroused by the kicking 
of a horse when he heard the letter cartier 
shout, He grabbed his revolver, ran out the 
front door, and fired. Dibert gays that the

That the dead man had 
been in hard luck is indicated by the fact 
that on his left foot was an old shoe with 
a big hole that Detective O’ Neill made with 
his revolver last June when he was arresting 
Marooney far attacking) a woman. The 
woman never could be found to appear 
against him and Marooney got off with a 
day in jail. 

“The worst bunch in Chicago loafs around 
here,”” said Dibert. “‘I have been robbed; 
my windows have been smashed; they have 
acted threateningly toward my wife, ‘and 
committed all sorts of depredations.

‘“ Marooney has often been in trouble,” 
said Lieut. Madden. ‘“‘ He was arrested for 
picking pockets early in the winter, and in 
June he attacked a woman, when O'Neill 
shot him. But you would be surprised if I 
told you the names of the ‘ big’ men who 
always get him out of his scrapes.”’

MORE LIBELSUITS 


Begins Actions for Damages | 


Against Daily News and 
_the Record-Herald. 


| HCHO OF BANK’S FAILURE. 


Papers Alleged to Have Publish- 
ed False Reports About Ex- 
State’d Attorney. 


Following up a policy which he suggested 
by his actions against Hearst's Chi news- 
papers and the Inter Ocean two we ago, 


gan suits yesterday against two other Chi- 
cago papers, alleging damages resulting from 
articles published a year ago connecting his 
name with the failure of the Milwaukee Av- 
enue State bank. 

Mr. Kern’s attorneys, John A. Brown and 
Henry Russell Platt, filed a declaration In the 
Superior court asking $100,000 damages from 
the Daily News and from Victor F, Lawson,’ 
its proprietor, and Charles M. Faye, its man- 
aging editor. 

The two lidel suits are based on an article 
which was published in the News on Aug. 20, 
1906, and reprinted almost word for word in 
the Record-Herald the folowing morning. 


Proof Demanded by Kern. 

‘‘T have been slow in starting these cases,”’ 
said Mr. Kern, “ and it may have been sup- 
posed that I had forgotten about them. Ip 
fact, the legal limit of one year for the in- 
stitution of proceedings expires today, but 
the passing of time has been of benefit tome 
in that it proved conclusively the extent 
of the damages resulting from the publica- 
tion of these articles. 

“T understand newspapers, and would be 
one of the last men to begin libel suits, but 
there is a limit to any man’s forbearance. 
They have insinuated grave charges against 
me, doing me irreparable hurt. Now iet 
them prove them.”’ 

Minus some of the legal verbage, the con- 
tentions upon which tbe declaration was 
based are contained in the following par- 
agraphs: 

“The defendants meant do convey to read- 
ers the intimation that creditors of the bank 
believed the plaintiff had been closely as- 
sociated for many years with Paul O. Stens- 
land, and that he was indebted to the bank 
in the sum of $41,200, and that the circum- 
stances were such as to excite suspicion. 
It was the fact, well known to the defend- 
ants, that the plaintiff was not indebted te 
the bank in the sum of $41,200, and that the 
creditors were not suspicious that the plain- 
tiff had improper dealings with the bank. 


Says Securities Were Ample. 

“The plaintiff was not, as:alleged, in the 
Milwaukee Avenue State bank on the after- 
noon of the Monday before Theodore Stens- 
land was arrested, nor did he at any time 
meet Theodore Stensland at any place, nor 
were the creditors wanting to know, nor 
were they seeking to make any inquiry re- 
garding the loans of the plaintiff, nor had the 
plaintiff made any excessive loans, or a loan 
connected in any way with the looting of the 
bank, nor was he indebted to the bank in 
excess of $25,000, for which the bank held 
securities reasonably marketable with a value 
much in excess of $25,000. There was nothing 
irregular, appearing to be irregular, or requir- 
ing any explanation in connection with the 
loan. 
“ Persons having in charge and custody 
the assets, after examination of the cash, 
securities, and books of the bank, had stated 
previously that the plaintiff had not taken 
any cash or securities from the bank at or 
shortly prior to the failure. 

“The defendants printed and published a 
pretended account of an interview with the 
plaintif? which should, by stating facts and 
circumstances in an equivocal and unusual 
manner and by suppressing certain other 
facts and circumstances well known by them 
to be true, and by making certain false, will- 
ful, and malicious statements giving color 
to the whole account, caused the readers to 
belleve that the plaintiff had been guilty of {l- 
legal transactions in his dealings with the 
bank, and that to such appearance of guilt 
he was opposing his individual and unsup-

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WISHES TO FAVOR SMOKERS 


City Railway President Working 
on Plan for Special Cars. 


PROBLEM A DIFFICULT ONE. 


J udges to Pass on Appeal from Gross- 
cup Decision on Sept. 5. 


President Mitten of the Chicago City street 
railway company is trying to work out a 
plan to provide smoking cars for his patrons. 

“There are many men who want to smoke 
while they ride in street cars,”’ said Mr. Mit- 
ten yesterday. ‘‘ The most feasible plan which 
presents itself is to mark certain cars as 
‘smokers,’ running them, say, every third 
car. In these cars all who want to could 
smoke and would be forbidden to smoke in 
others. Of course there is the objection that 
women and men who object to smoke would 
get into these ears, but after a little experi- 
ence people who réally objected to riding in 
smoking cars would avoid them. That is to 
gay, if you can keep anybody from getting 
aboard the first car which comes his or her 
way. 


Impossible to Keep Cars Clean. 

** The most serious objection which has been 
urged against smoking cars !s that they will 
be in the greatest demand in the morning rush 
hours, and, of course, will get dirty. It will 
be impossible to clean them until nearly noon, 
and so they must remain dirty all the morn- 
ing. So in the rush inthe afternoon they will 
get dirty again and must stay dirty all the 
evening.” 

Whether the Union Traction company can 
install a similar system of smoking cars or 
not has not yet been considered. The Chicago 
Railways company, which is to take over the 
properties, is not yet in control, and every- 
thing connected with it is in such a chaotic 
condition that nobody in authority can say 
what he is going to do. 


Traction Hearing on Sept. 5. 
When the lawyers came before Judge 
Grosscup yesterday for the approval and 
signing of the lease of the Union Traction 
properties to the Chicago Railways company 
he announced that nothing would be done 
until after all appeals have been decided. The 
United States Court of Appeals will sit in 
extraordinary session on Sept. 5 to hear and 
pass on these appeals, so that all legal quib- 
ble and questions can be got out of the way 
before Sept. 15, the date on which the Chicago 
Railways compdny must have possession of 
the Union Traction properties in order to be 
able to accept the city ordinance. 

The bankers who are expected to raise the 
money for the rehabilitation of the Union 
Traction properties said they could not sell 
the bonds as long as an uncertainty existed 
about their legality.

Perhaps Mr. Cole will have some cause for com- 
plaint in the action of the general assembly in 
eliminating the primary law, as adopted by the 
convention, and inserting in lieu thereof the old 
primary law. I contend that under article 5 of 
the charter the city council may pass a primary 
law under which all city elections may thereafter 
be held. 

Mr. Foreman also made public a letter from 
Bryan Lathrop giving his reasons for favor- 
ing the charter. Among othen things Mr. 
Lathrop said: 

For thirty-seven years Chicago has labored under 
the serious disadvantage of having to make im- 
provements of every kind, except those connected 
with the water department, by direct taxes on the 
people. Because of this the entire cost of the 
drainage canal will fall upon one generation, in- 
stead of being spread over a period covering sev- 
eral generations. If the new charter is adopted 
many needed improvements will be made by the 
issue of bonds having many years to run, and this 
generation will be relieved of the great burden 
of paying the whole cost of such improvements.

A visitor at Craig's place at 4 o'clock in the 
afternoon found the proprietor himself ab- 
sent, but the manager of the resort, known 
as “ Kiondike,” was circulating among the 
habitues of the barroom and the winerooms 
in the rear. 

“Any chance to put a little money down on 
the races?’’ ** Kiondike”’ was asked. 

For answer the manager made the sign of 


| having his throat cut and said: 


* Nothing doing. All ort today.” 


Women Dance and Drink. 


In the room opening off the barroom, how- 
ever—a room divided from the saloon proper 
only by swinging doors cut low in the middle 
~there was something in the line of “ high 
jinks "’ going on. Music of the jangling, me- 
talliic variety drowned all conversation. 
Women were dancing. The high plumes of 
their street hats could be seen over the low 
Goor. The sound of their high voices punc- 
tuated the music from the automatic piano. 

A glance into this rear room revealed more 
women seated at tables drinking. They 
made no pretense of having escorts. They 
sat in groups and at the entrance of a 
stranger signaled to him to jointthem. Some 
left the tables when a man they did not know 
entered and invited himto buy drinks. There 
were no subterfuges. Craig allowed them 
full swing. The women live in the hotel over 
the saloon and some have been frequenters 
of the place for years. 


Hadn’t Heard of the Order. 

‘‘ How about this new police order?" one 
of the women was asked. 

‘‘ Haven't heard anything about it," she 
answered, . 

‘Well, you arén’t supposed to come here 
without an escort,’’ she was told. 

“O, Andy don’t pay any attention to 
those orders,"’ she answered. 

Craig Jong has considered himself immune 
from police orders. He has put himself ina 
class with “ Pat”’’ O'Malley, whose saloon 
at Polk and Clark streets sheltered its usual 
quota of gamblers during the day and even- 
ing. A game was said to be in operation 
upstairs, but entrance was refused to all ex- 
cept men known to the proprietor. 

Inspector Wheeler, in charge of the 4i- 
vision, says that he is doing his best to carry 
out the orders of the chief in regard to 
women and gambling, but that he finds bim- 
self handicapped. His detectives fail to re- 
port to him the true condition of affairs. 

“If O*’Malley is doing any gambling or 
there are any women in Craig’s saloon I 
know nothing of it,’’ said the inspector. “I 
have given these men the same warning as 
the others. I have told my detectives to drop 
in there every hour to see that everything is 
all right. I intend that they shal! obey the 
same as the other saloonkeepers. If I find 
that they are making trouble I will put a man 
in the place to stay there. I will not stand 
for this." 

Handbooks Are Still Closed. 


Handbooks in the downtown district were 
nearly as quiet yesterday as on Saturday. 
With the exception of a few isolated places 
the gamblers took no chances. No bets 
could be placed in any of the well known 
resorts, except perhaps by a few personal 
friends of the bookmakers, 

There was a rumor current among the 
gamblers that Mont Tennes, the north side 
gambler, was arranging to invade the south 
side territory with craps and handbook per- 
centages, but this could not be verified. 

Eleven men arrested in a raid on a poker 
room at 122 La Salle street Saturday even- 
ing were arraigned and fined before Munic- 
ipal Judge Crowe in the morning. Grant 
Decker, the keeper of the place, was fined 
$25 and costs, and the other men $6 each. 

James Gray appealed to the judge to remit 
the fine, He said he was not a gambler and 
had a family to support. He said he had 
just entered the place a few minutes before 
the raid. Judge Crowe took $6.50 from the 
jackpot of $7.50 confiscated by the police, 
and told Gray to pay his fine out of that.

Stricter Discipline Wanted. 

The idea on which the committee was 
named wae that what was wanted wasstrict- 
er party discipline. It has been complained 
for a long time that democratic leaders, 
whether office folders or not, did about as 
they pleased on election day, without any 
regard to the orders of the county commit- 
tee, 

It is charged against both Mayor Harrison 
and Mayor Dunne that they named persons 
to office and generally distributed favors as 
best suited their notions of what was best 
for themselves politically, without any re- 
gard for the good of the party organization 
~—in other words, the members of the county 
committee—and that aldermen had done the 
same thing after being elected. 


“It is possible that, having no offices to 


give away, we may find it difficult to en- 
force party discipline,” said Chairman 
O’Connell in describing the plan, “ but at 
least we do not have to renominate candi- 
dates, be they mayors or aldermen, who do 
not pay attention to the party organization. 
The only way the party can hope to get back 
into power is by presenting a solid front, 
and there has not been a democratic organ- 
ization worthy the name for ten years.” 


Hopkins Answers Dubois’ Attack. 

United States Senator Albert J. Hopkins 
answered the attack made on him by ex- 
Senator Dubois in his home town of Aurora 
on Sunday by handing out a copy of the pub- 
lication which Senator Dubois had made the 
text of his speech. 

Senator Dubois, who comes from Idaho, 
and is therefore interested in the Mormon 
question, assailed Senator Hopkins because 
the latter had defended Senator Smoot in an 
elaborate speech in the senate. He said Sen- 
ator Hopkins had insulted evéry woman 
in America and the women ought to avenge 
themselves.

FEARS HEAVY ASSESSMENT 
MAY BANKRUPT ORCHESTRA. 


Bryan Lathrop Writes to Board of Be- 
view Urgently Requesting a Reduc- 
tion of Valuation from $1,300,000. 


Assessed at $1,300,000, the Orchestral asso- 
ciation is threatened with bankruptcy unless 
there is a material reduction made by the 
board of review, according to Bryan La- 
throp, its presi@ent. Mr. Lathrop, who is at 
present at his summer home at York Har- 
bor, Me., has written a letter to the board 
urgently requesting a reduction of the as- 
sessment. The letter says: 

“The association represents the same aims 
and objects as the Art institute and is con- 
ducted on the same principles. The orches- 
tra never has been self-supporting, and for 
many years was kept in existence by con- 
tributions from people who valued it on ac- 
count of the educational work which it has 
done. 

“The Art institute, which, as I said, repre- 
sents the same aims and objects, is built on 
public ground, the ground and buliding 
being entirely free from taxes, and, in addi- 
tion, it receives a subsidy from the public 
taxes of at least $50,000 a year. The same 
reasons undoubtedly would make the Thom- 
as orchestra a proper object of public sup- 
port, and, with this in mind, it seems to me 
not unreasonable to ask the board of re- 
view to make the taxes as light as possible 
in order to preserve to Chicago what the 
world at large regards as its choicest pos- 
session, and the strongest proof that it offers 
that the people of Chicago are interested 
in something besides material things and 
moneymaking.’

These disclosures created a public sen-

After refuting one by 
one the railroad arguments against the 
law, and those of Mr. Bryan, the secre- 
tary mentions the benefits already con- 
ferred on the public by a measure which 
the railroads are now attempting to be 
little. 

The, railroads say that the Elkins act 
is all sufficient. Secretary Taft does not 
deny that much effective work has been 
done under it, but it does not provide for 
the jail penalty, while the rate law, a 
much broader measure, does. The secre- 
tary says, and the’ public will agree with 
him, “the imprisonment of two or three 
prominent officers of a railway company 
or a trust engaged in giving or receiving 
secret rebates would have a greater de- 
terreot effect for the future than millions 
in a fine.” 

The new legislation which the. secre- 
tary favors ¢ontemplates- the grant of 
power to the interstate commerce com- 
mission to classify and prescribe uniform 
rules for the classification of railroad 
freight. , At present the roads can put up 
rates by a change in classification. 

There is also need of legislation to pre 
vent overcapitalization. Secretary Taft 
does not use Mr. Harriman’s name when 
he speaks of diverting into the pockets of 
dishonest manipulators money which 
ought to have been used for the itmprove- 
ment of a railroad, and piling up “ an un- | 
profitable debt” upon it, but he may 
have had him in mind. 

The secretary would also prohibit the 
purchase of stock in competing lines. The 
union of the Southern and Union Pacific 
systems with the Illinois Central shows 
the enormous power that one man—Har- 
riman—has acquired in respect of a vital 
part of the country’s business. The sec-* 
retary sees a dangerous tendency which, 
if not stopped, will “lead to the absorp- 
tion of all the railroads of the country 
into one. hand.” 

In addition to forbidding the acquire- 
ment of stock in a competing line the sec- 
retary would also prohibit such lines from 
having common directors or officers, Lit- 
tle would be accomplished by that, how- 
ever, if the different directors had a com- 
mon mind or acknowledged a commou 
master. | 

These amendments the secretary looks 
on as plainly constitutional. They inyolve 
no invasion of ‘the rights of the states 
All who fear any move in that directioa 
should be reassured by his declaration 
that the constitutienal limitations upon 
federal action should not be “ blurred out: 
or an undoubted power expanded by

really belongs to the state.”

‘STREET CAR PANICS. 

Electricians say that the blowing out 
of a fuse on a street car, to use a popu- 
lar descriptive phrase, is not necessarily 
attended by any danger. If there is good 
-insulation there will be’ no ‘fire. The 
‘blowing out of the fuse is muth like th 
working of a safety| valve, the machinery 
in the power house being thereby pro- 
tected from serious danger. 

Yet the last few days have witnessed 
several street car panics caused in this 
way which have had serious consequences, 
In one of them a’ motorman’s clothing 
caught fire, and he fled from ‘his car in 
terror, leaving it to run wild on the street 
for several blocks. In one case the front 
of the car caught fire, this ¢lement of 
danger adding to the excitement produced 
by the noise of the accident. Some of ths 
passengers were ba(ily hurt @nd others 
said that they lost money and jewelry in 
the rush to safety. Others were badly in- 
jured when they attempted to escape from 
the danger. | 

With accidents of the sort reported in 
River Forest, at Twenty-second street and 
Archer avenue, and in Sixty-third street, 
the indications are that there ig some de- 
gree of carelessness in the varjous street 
car barns. There ought to be a more rigid 
inspection of the electrical fixtures of the 
cars. When a fire occurs in connection 
with the blowing out of a fuse it is an 
evidence of poor insulation. A fire in a 
car always brings great confusion, and in 
the confusion there is every chance of 
danger to person and of loss jof posses- 
sions. With careful inspection the lia- 
bility of mishap while a car is making its 
regular run will be much lessened. 

It 1s unfortunate that the street car 
companies should attempt to conceal the 
facts connected with an accident of the 
kind. The public has a right to know 
where danger is likely to be ‘found be- 
cause of lack of oversight. The old fash- 
ioned way of minimizing acciflents and 
concealing all the facts possible is at 
variance with present day ideas. The 
New York law which requires'a prompt 
report of every accident is a good thing. 
It tends to make the company’s officers 
take more interest in the work of their 
employés whose dutiés lie along the path 
of safety to passengers. It tends to in- 
form the people of the kind and degree of 
danger. : 

Panic results from lack of knowledge, 
as a general thing. The serious accidents 
of the last few days show that the com- 
panies have not -yet awakened to the 
necessity of thorough inspection of. their 
cars by competent electricians. This is 
aimatter which ought to receive prompt 
attention from those who are responsible 
for the safety of their patrons.

for Edinburgh for the purpose of proving his 
claim to the large éstates and the peerage 
of young Lord Lovat. John Fraser is the 
son of a mining engineer of the same name 
who, in 1884 and 1885, had his claims to the 
Lovat peerage and estates befcre the com- 
mittee of privileges of the house of lords. 
His claim on that occasion was rejected 
on the ground that he was unable to prove 
the marriage of his ancestor, Alexander 
Fraser, eldér brother of the eleventh Lord 
Lovat, surnamed ‘the Traitor,”’ and who 
perished by the hands of the executioner 
on Tower hill in 1747. 
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John Fraser, the Winnipeg debt collector 
now declares that he has found proof’of the 
marriage of Alexander Fraser, whose title 
and honors had been usurped by his younger 
brother, thd infamous Simon Lord Lovat. 

It is doubtful, however, whether the dis- 
covery of any evidence of this marriage 
will be sufficient to convince the committee 
of privileges of the house of lords, or anv 
other Scotch or British tribunal, that the 
claimant ig descended from this alleged 
union. For if this alleged runaway mar- 
riage took place at all, it must have oc- 
curred when Alexander Fraser was 94 years 
of age, and the old gentleman must have 
been no lesg than 95 when the son was born 
to him from whom the claimant insists that 
he descends. In order to convince the com- 
mittee of privileges that this was not im- 
possible, the claimant's father in 1884 pro- 
duced testimony which purported to show 
that Alexander Fraser was working in the 
Welsh mines until he was 113 years of age. 

All this was pointed out by Lord Black- 
burn in submitting the committee of priv- 
fleges’ report to the house of lords in 188), on 
the pretensions of the father of the present 
claimant, and under the circumstances it 
looks as if the Winnipeg debt collector will 
be as unsuccessful as his parent, and, even 
though he can produce valid proof of the 
marriage of Alexander Fraser at the age 
of 94, he will never be able to make his judges 
believe that the old miner became a father 
at 95. 
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There is no house in Scotland which has 

more sensational history than that of 
the Frasers. Abductions, elopements, mur- 
ders, rebellions, forgeries, and arson all 
figure in its annals, and numbers of its mem- 
bers have succumbed to violence, several) 
of them having perished on the scaffold, 
the last one to lay his head on the block 
having been Lord Lovat the traitor. As 
none of his three sons, one of whom was 
Gen. Simon Fraser of the American rev- 
olutionary war, left any male issue, the 
vast estates passed at their death, early in 
the last century, to the senior descendant 
of the fourth earl) He was the grandfather 
of the present peer. 

Queen Victoria conferred upon him an 
English peerage, under the title of Lord 
Lovat, and subsequently he secured from 
the crown and parliament the removal of 
the attainder that rested upon the patent 
of the Scotch barony of Lovat, created in 
1458, and attainted at the time of the trial 
and condemnation of the eleventh lord. 

With regard to the claimant’s story, there 
is no doubt that Lord Lovat the traitor did 
have an elder brother of the name of Alex- 
ander, although no mention of him is to be 
found in “Surke”™ or any other of the stand- 
ard “‘ peerages.’’” Alexander, while a stu- 
dent at the University of Aberdeen, and 
before the accession of his father to the 
title, became involved in a scrape. Return- 
ing homeward one night he passed a cot- 
tage where merrymaking was in progress 
in connection with a wedding. He entered 
and joined in the sport, but the piper had 
the misfortune to play a Gaelic song which 
had been written against the Frasers. He or- 
dered the piper to desist, and drew his sword, 
intending merely to pierce the bagpipe. Un- 
fortunately the sword went farther than its 
owner intended, penetrating the heart of 
the piper, who fell dead. MHorrified by the 
tragedy, Alexander Fraser fled, his brother 
Simon helping him to leave the country. 
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While at the university he had studied 
metallurgy, and it was this probably that 
led him to turn his steps in the direction of 
Wales, whére he secured work in the miner 
of the Lord Powis of his day. He did wel! 
there, and among other things discovered 
a rich vein of copper, which is known to 
this day as ‘* Fraser’s lode,’’ and the tomb- 
stone erected over his grave describes him 
as Alexander Fraser of Beaufort. 

It seems that when Thomas Fraser of 
Beaufort, the tenth lord, died, his younger 
son, Simon, determined to obtain both the 
barony and the estates for himself. So ‘he 
wrote letters warning Alexander against 
returning to Scotland, greatly exaggerating 
the importance of the death of the piper, and 
intimating that if he (Alexander) set 
foot in Scotland or disclosed his identity 
he would be tried for murder and assuredly 
sent to the scaffold. 

Simon even caused an entry of the al- 
leged demise of his elder brother, Alexan- 
der, to be inserted in the Kirk sessions’ rec- 
ords of the parish of Kirkhill, and then 
claimed the peerage and estates of his father 
as the next surviving heir, on the ground that 
his elder brother Alexander had predeceased 
his father, dying unmarried. Simon’s claim 
was admitted, and after a political career. 
during which he betrayed every cause with 
which he was connected, he was tried bv 
the house of lords of Westminster and sen- 
tenced to death. 

There have been all sorts of strange fea- 
tures in connection with this case. Thus 
several papers and jewelry, the inscriptions 
on which are stated to be of the utmost im- 
portance as bearing on the issue, were found 
concealed behind the wainscoting of the 
wall in an old building in the neighborhood 
of the tower of London when it was demol- 
ished ten years ago, and, as they: belonged 
to the eleventh Lord Lovat, it is assumed 
that they .were hidden there by the exe- 
cutioner who decapitated him and to whom 
went by virtue of ancient rights and pre- 
rogatives the clothes and all the personal] 
effects of the criminal put to death by him. 
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Other documents were found in a secret 
vault'in an old house at Kirkhill, in Scot- 
land; while yet other valuable papers have 
been rifled from coffins in the mausoleum 
of the Fraser family by unknown men after 
the courts and the secretary of. sta'te for 
the home department had decided against 
the application of the late claimant for per- 
mission to examine and search the various 
coffins in the mausoleums for evidence bear- 
ing on his pretensions. 

The Fraser estates belonging to Lord Lovat 
are large, those in Invernesshire alone ex-

U. S. SALUTES SWEDISH PRINCE 
ON LANDING AT JAMESTOWN. 


Elaborate Welcome Given Royal Will- 
iam—Army and Navy Do Honors— 
Many Entertainments Given. 


Norfolk, Va., Aug. 19.—The Swedish cruiser 
Fylgia with Prince William aboard passed 
Cape Henry, inward bound from the south- 
ward, at 12 o'clock today. The Fylgia, which 
was not met at the capes by any American 
warship, proceeded directly to the Jamestown 
e¥position grounds on Hampton Roads. 

The arrival of Prince William in Hampton 
Roads was announced by the exchange of 
international salutes between the cruiser 
Fylgia, the guns of Fort Monroe, and the 
vessels of Rear Admiral Evans. 

Following the formal visits by the Swedish 
authorities and Rear Admiral! Evans, Prince 
William landed at the Jamestown exposi- 
tion, where he was met by President Tucker 
of the exposition company; Admiral Harring- 
ton, U. 8S. N.; Gen. Fred D. Grant, U. S. 
A., and an escort of a detachment from the 
Twelfth United States cavalry. Thousands 
of Swedish-American citizens and others are 
on the grounds and gave the prince a right 
royal welcome the minute he stepped ashore 
at Discovery landing. 

Immediately following a reception to the 
prince at the New York state building on the 
exposition grounds, he went to Norfolk fora 
banquet by Swedish Vice Consul Fernstrom 
at the Virginia club. He then returned to the 
exposition for a féte champetre atthe Army 
and Navy club and a dance at the New York 
state building, both in honor of the prince 
and the officers of the Fylgia. 
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SIGNIFICANT NAMES FOR GUNS. 
[From the Army and Navy Journal. } 

At, the Fort Pitt foundry, Fort Pitt, Pa., 
were cast in 1867 for the monitor Puritan two

These guns, argued the learned captain, 
were not intended for peace and the utter- 
ance of good will toward men, but to inflict 
as much mischief and destruction on human 
beings in time of war as their namesake, the 
devil, tries to do at all times. He further 
reminded his. clerical critic that a number 
of clergymen had witnessed without protest 
his act of christening in presence of a large 
assembly of ladies and gentlemen the first 
20 inch gun cast for the navy as Beelzebub. 
However, the argument did not prevail, for 
religious sentiment was effective in prevent- 
ing this use of biblical nomenclature,

Percale, gingham, or even calico. They 
are cut severely plain from the neck to the 
four inch ruffle at the bottom, which is the 
only trimming. There are but four seams, 
and these are on the shoulders and under 
the arms. The sleeves are elbow length and 
have a narrow band for a cuff. : 

The neck can be finished with a little round 
collar, Peter Pan style, or with a plain inch 
wide band. Another and cooler way is to 
make a little Square neck, on the Dutch order, 
and braid it with a narrow white band. 

The aprons button down the back from 
neck to hem. An apron which isa little more 
elaborate may have sash ends of some white 
material, which begin at the side seams. It 
is ‘well to add a pocket at one side of the 
front, since every child likes to have a place 
to tuck a small handkerchief and a few odds 
and ends.

Turpentine Cleans Leather. | 
Difficulty sometimés is found in cleaning 
successfully raised leather blotters and 


frames. Brown shoe polish. which some- 
titnes is employed, ts apt to darken the leath- 
er, much as it does in the matter of foot- 
gear. Turpentine, however, can be used 
safely as a polisher, and can be applied over 
and over again without any ill effects being 
noticeable, while it effectually removes any 
stains which may disfigure the leather. After 
rubbing on the turpentine a little crude oil 
should be applied vigorously with a piece of 
flannel, the object being to render the leather 
soft and pliable; turpentine, unless counter- 
acted by*oil, has the effect of hardening it 
to a certain extent. After this has been 
done a soft, ‘clean cloth should be used as 
a polisher, and the surface rubbed gently 
backward and forward till the requisite shine 
has been attained.

To Make Silver Bag. 

A good way to keep silver knives, forks, 
or spoons from scratching from knocking 
against each other is to put them in a case 
made as follows: Take a strip of white can- 
ton flannel, three-quarters of a yard long and 
about thirty inches wide, and bind all four 
sides with some pretty colored silk or ribbon. 
Fold it back about twelve inches along the 
length and stitch the folded piece at intervals 
of two inches to form a series of pockets to 
hold the pieces. When the pockets are filled 
fold over the remaining six inches as a flap 
and roll the case up and tie securely with 
ribbon to match the silk.
